Wash the clams, then put them 
into a large, deep kettle without 
water and place on the heat. Stir 
ths clams until the shells open, 
remove the clams and chop; dis- 
card the shells and save the 
liquor. Cut the tomatoes into 
small pieces, add the salt and 
cook for 15 minutes. Then strain. 
In the meantime, heat the olive 
oil in stew kettle and add the 
garlic cut into small pieces.

form—‘find. the defendant guilty 
of an assault with intent to com- 
mit rape,” read the clerk. 

Spectators straightened in their 
seats; courtroom history was be- 
ing enacted before their eyes—a 
jury had ignored the instructions 
xf the judge. 

Judge Olney himself broke the 
silence, clearing his throat. Vis- 
ibly surprised and vexed, he be 
gan: 

Olney Sends Jury Back 


“Gentlemen, you have brought 
in a verdict that is not in: accord- 
ance with the advice of the court. 
It was your privilege, but under 
the law the court believes it his 
duty to direct you to return to 
your juryroom and_ reconsider 
vour verdict.” 

Chief Deputy District Attorney 
M. O. Hert, called into the case 
by the state as an expert in pro- 
ceedure, had told the court he 
believed there was no course open 
but to accept the verdict. It is 
possible, he said, to entertain a 
motion to arrest judgment. 


Refuses to Believe Verdict 

Judge Olney went on, however, 
talking with eloquence. 

“The court cannot conceive,” he 
said “as a matter of law that any 
verdict other than acquittal can 
be reached. It would be, in fact, 
a miscarriage of justice.” 

Under what he described as 
“the undisputed evidence in the 
case,” Judge Olney again instruct- 
ed the jury to return to the jury- 
room and reconsider its verdict. 
Judge Olney did not permit the 
clerk to record the first verdict,

as is the usual custom in the 
minutes of the court. 
“Ig it possible, your honor,” 


spoke up Foreman Granville, “to 
reveal the workings of the jury?” 
Juryroom Talk is_ Banned 

Mr. Granville apparently wish- 
ed to tell what had occurred be- 
hind the locked door of the jury- 
room. 

“No, I don’t think it is poss- 
ible,’ answered the judge. 

Out went the jury again. 
was 5 o'clock. 

Second Verdict For Conviction 

Five hours later, the jurors 
again announced that a verdict 
had been reached. Again came 
the expectancy that the court’s 
instructions had been obeyed. 

Although only a few spectators 
had remained for the incident, it 
being generally believed that the 
jury “was out for a week,” an- 
other hush fell over the court- 
room. 

And again it was a verdict of 
guilty! 

Never Before in History 

It was the first time in the his 
tory of the court that a judge’s 
instructions had twice been ig- 
nored by the jury and the third 
time in 33 years that a jury had| 
disregarded the court’s advice in 
a criminal case. 

This time Judge Olney accepted 
the verdict. 

Attorney Hilton, the defense 
counsel, announced that he would 
introduce a motion to set aside 
the verdict. It will be heard Mon- 
day at 1:30 p.m., the hour set for 
the sentencing of Wellborn if the 
motion is denied.
